Whoever falsely assumes or pretends to be an officer or employee 
acting under the authority of the United States or any depart¬ 
ment, agency or officer thereof, and acts as such, or in such pre¬ 
tended character demands or obtains any money, paper, document, 
or thing of value, shall be fined not more than $1,000 or imprisoned 
not more than three years, or both. 

§ 913. Impersonator making arrest or search 
Whoever falsely represents himself to be an officer, agent, or 
employee of the United States, and in such assumed character ar¬ 
rests or detains any person or in any manner searches the person, 
buildings, or other property of any person, shall be fined not more 
than $1,000 or imprisoned not more than three years, or both.

DeaT friends. 

If you will take a moment and read the 24 
verses of Isaiah 33, you will notice that the 
above verse is just about the only verse of 
hope in that entire chapter. Woe, spoil, 
treacherous, trouble and tumult are words that 
the eye quickly sees to set the tone of what 
Isaiah is telling us. Yet in the midst of 
all this, he states that wisdom and knowledge 
shall be the stability of thy times. 

WISDOM AND I probably receive 40-50 news- 
KNOWLEDGE letters that provide me with the 
knowledge of what is happening in 
America. I receive reports on economics, on 
law, on political intrigue, on land use, on 
world government, and on and on. But what 
good are these reports, and the data that they 
contain, if I do not have the.wisdom to pro¬ 
perly use this knowledge? Knowledge apart 
' from wisdom is a very dangerous thing. Right 
from the beginning, I have tried to instill in 
you the wisdom you need along with the simple 
facts and data. Sometimes, as I read your 
letters, I think I have hopelessly failed. 

You have taken the facts and not used wisdom 
in their use or application to your life. At 
such times I am inclined to think that old 
Solomon was right when he stated: 

"A prudent man conceaieth knowledge.. 

Proverbs 12:23 

By the time you receive this letter, most of 
you will have received a copy of my booklet on 
cancer and my own personal bout with it. Do 
you know why I did not write even an Off-the- 
cuff... in all that time? Because I did not 
have the energy to answer the thousand letters 
that every OTC generates. And if I were to 
tell you of my problems before the outcome was 
sure, many of you would be discouraged and 
others would swamp me with 'get well cards' 
that I would feel obliged to acknowledge. I 
just did not have the energy for all of that 
too.

If you divide the 3S9 banks 
by SO states, you can see just how serious 
the problem is. My lady friend has just 
traded her good solid gold coins for a mess 
of pottage---a piece of the banking action.

Trust, and the Bank of America .... " 

The story goes on to list a few of the 200 
corporations and those we know to be Rocke¬ 
feller appear on the list. What can we now 
gather from all this? There will be a Zionist 
attack on the Rockefeller banks with the clear 
intent to destroy them. If this happens, and 
they can fall even without the Zionist push, 
what happens to the American economy? Now 
do you understand Senator Frank Church's 
attack on the CIA and "Multi-national corpor¬ 
ations? Church, now a "Liberal" candidate for 
President, is a Zionist agent. So is the 
"moderate" Jackson who has the support of 
THE JEWISH PRESS [Editorial 4/2/76] in his 
bid for the Democratic nomination.

The stock market is as high as it 
will ever go at the same time that the gold 
is the lowest that it will ever go relative 
to the dollar. 

And to the rest of us who do not have a lot 
of money, buy those tools and supplies that 
may be in short supply if the coming depress¬ 
ion should come very suddenly. Ladies, have a 
good sewing machine with a stock of thread and 
materials, plenty of canning supplies, etc.

And 
those of you who have moved out of the city, 
remember why you moved.

Nor should you 
assume that nothing will happen just because 
it does not fit some time schedule that you 
figured out for yourself.

Dear friends. 

For more than 4 months, my book, DALLAS 
CONSPIRACY, which was first printed in 1968, 
has been out of print. So much new interest 
in the Kennedy Assassination has been gener¬ 
ated by the thought of re-opening the invest¬ 
igation, that we have not been able to keep 
this important book in stock. As I reread 
my book after nine years, I have very serious¬ 
ly considered redoing it in the light of new 
evidence not available to me back in 1968. 

It is not that the solution to the crime has 
changed, but that further proof has now come 
out that supports my thesis. 

However, I have decided not to change the 
book, but to let it stand as it is. The 
student of the Assassination and other more 
casual readers will just have to remember the 
time frame of this original work. 

In 1968, the thought of a conspiracy to 
murder the President was absurd to most of 
our American people. But today, according to 
national polls, two-thirds of the American 
people are skeptical of the "lone assassin 
Oswald" conclusion of the Warren Commission. 
Watergate has become a household word even 
if 95% of the American people do not under¬ 
stand what really happened or why. But they 
do understand that the lone survivor of the 
WARREN COMMISSION, Gerald Ford,somehow became 
. President. Quite naturally, no one proposed 
that the investigation be re-opened while HE 
was President. Just imagine what would 
happen to the credibility of the Ford Ad¬ 
ministration, allegedly " recovering from the 
shame of Watergate" if it became widely known 
that America's first unelected President was 
part of yet another criminal conspiracy! 

Yes, for reasons known only to himself, it 
was President Ford who played the key role in 
hushing up the truth about the Kennedy murder. 
In his book, PORTRAIT OF AN ASSASSIN, Ford 
caused fake data to be presented so as to 
disprove any connections between Oswald and 
the Rockefeller-controlled CIA. And as it 
happened. Nelson Rockefeller was Ford's Vice- 
President. It is, of course, a small world. 

The world gets even smaller and more complex 
when we learn that the prosecutor of WATERGATE, 
Judge Leon Jaworski, was, in 1963, an aide to 
Texas Attorney General Carr. Yes, Jaworski, 
was assigned to do investigative work for the 
WARREN COMMISSION with the expressed purpose 


of disproving any connection Detween Oswald 
and any government agency. No doubt,-this 
and other services rendered have qualified 
him for the Federal Bench. 



At this point in time I have no way of know¬ 
ing whether or not the current investigation 
of political murders, including the Kennedy 
assassination, will be legitimate or just 
another cover-up. I suggest that they begin 
by finding out who the man is standing in the 
circle above. This was taken from page 9 of 
my book and can also be seen on page 24 of 
LIFE MAGAZINE dated November 29, 1963. It was 
interesting to note that just a week after 
Rep. Henry Gonzales introduced legislation 
calling for a re-investigation of the Kennedy 
Assassination, a sniper's 30.30 caliber bullet 
slammed through his stationwagon as he was 
returning to San Antonio, Texas along that 
lonely desert highway.

DEPUTY SHERIFF the new investigation is 

ROGER CRAIG on the level, they will seek 

out former Deputy Sheriff Roger 
Craig who saw Oswald leave the Book Depository 
and get into a Rambler automobile with a man of 
Latin descent. His testimony did not jibe with 
the WARREN REPORT as it would have proved that 

more than one was involved-thus a conspiracy 

existed. When Craig stuck to his story, he was 
fired from his job. There were threats to 
his life and against his family.

j, EDGAR 0 ° P a 9® 1 ® of DALLAS CONSPIRACY, I 
HOOVER suggested that students of the Com- 
- - . munist conspiracy write J. Edgar 
~ Hoover for advice as to where to begin. I 
also suggested that you read several of his 
books on the subject. For years Christan 
patriots have looked to the FBI as the last 
pro-American agency in the Federal Government. 
We were wrong. Hoover, himself, was never a 
Christian and he did not write either of "his 
books"; the manuscripts were prepared for his 
signature by an anti-Christ agent in the FBI. 
Hoover, himself, never contested the hoax 
known as the WARREN REPORT and this is not 
the mark of an anti-communist regardless of 
his position in the government. What was not 
known to roe at the original writing of DALLAS 
CONSPIRACY was the existance of a subversive 


agency then as now operating within the FBI 
itself. Most local agents are unaware of this 
group and those who do will deny its existance. 
The code name for this top-secret group is 
COINTELPRO. Patriots should be advised that 
any person presenting FBI credentials are to 
be considered to be part of COINTELPRO until 
proven otherwise. About a month ago, a man 
carrying FBI credentials appeared in my home 
town inquiring of my activities of a number 
of people. Among the questions asked by this 
COINTELPRO agent was: S' 

"Save you ever seen Nord Davie with, or 
heard him talk about, any heavy weapons w 
euch as machine guns?" 

The agent was stupid, of course, on several 
counts. First, mountain people do not like 
■government men" and do not trust them. 

Second, Nord Davis, who has seen the vultures 
circling him for years, would not be foolish 
enough to keep such weapons as they are good 
for a 20 year prison term. Third, if I did 
keep such weapons, I certainly would not be 
foolish enough to talk about them or show 
them to neighbors who would not have any need 
to know about them. However, I have my own 
"insiders" and I have determined that this 
FBI agent's investigation did not originate 
through the Bryson City, N.C. FBI office but 
from some other area. Since this FBI agent 
did not follow the normal proceedures, it is 
safe to conclude that he was from the subver¬ 
sive COINTELPRO unit. As just a country boy 
passing through life, I cannot imagine why 
COINTELPRO would waste their time on me... 


OSWALD WAS We now know that Lee Harvey Oswald 
COINTELPRO was a paid agent of the FBI secret 
and subversive COINTELPRO unit and 
was given an identification number of S-172. 

He had in his possession a little black book 
[Warren Hearings Vol.V, pp. 242,243] which 
contained the telephone number and license tag 
number of FBI agent James Hosty. But remember, 
Oswald played his role of a decoy perfectly 
even though he was not the major participant 
in the assassination. Oswald's FBI file was 
delivered to the COMMISSION but not even the 


staff members were permitted to see it, and 
no independent examination of it was ever made. 
I CALL FOR AN OPEN INVESTIGATION OF THE OSWALD 
FILE BY THE NEW COMMISSION. 

MARINA Lee Harvey Oswald's wife had been an 
OSWALD active member of the Russian youth 
organization Komaomof. She is a 
liar in all she says and should have been 
deported after the Assassination. She probab¬ 
ly had as much to do with the assassination as 
did her husband. Instead, she enjoys the best 
of American life and ignorant Americans have 
paid her more than $190,000 for her stories I 
I would expect that if the current investiga¬ 
tion is an honest one, they will call for an 
under oath testimony from Marina Oswald. 

ONE PROOF OF 1 probably have one of the 
CONSPIRACY.., largest collections of clip¬ 
pings from the news media on 
the Kennedy Assassination. From the Roanoke 
Times [Va.] dated June 24, 1976, I read this 
interesting statement: 

Just four days after the President's murder 
in Dallas on November 22, 1963, the Senate 
Report disclosed. Deputy Attorney General 
Nicholas deB. Katzenbach sent a memo to the 
White House declaring: 

"The public must be satisfied that Oswald 
was the assassin; that he did not have 
any confederates who are still at large; 
and that the evidence was euch that he 
would have been convicted at trial. 
Speculation about Oswald's motives ought 
to be cut off, and we should have some 
basis for rebutting thought that this was 
a Communist conspiracy or (as the Iron 
Curtain press is saying) a right-wing 
conspiracy to blame it on the Communists." 
Anyone who has done a study on the Marxist 
bias of Katzenbach will understand this 
statement as one that is right in character. 

VOICE LIE The tape recordings of Oswald's 
DETECTOR interrogation by police and FBI 

have been studied by a new device 
not invented at the time of the Kennedy 
assassination. It is known as Psycological 
Stress Evaluator and it can detect lies from 
a subject's voice patterns. Stress does not 
always mean a lie, but the absence of stress 
always means that the subject is telling the 
truth. Oswald was asked: 

"Did you shoot the. pxesldent?" 

His reply was absent of any stress when he 
responded: 

"I did not shoot anybody , no six." 

Please note that I underlined the word any¬ 
body. Oswald indicates that not only did he 
not shoot Kennedy, but that he did not shoot 
Officer J. D. Tippit either! Interesting! 

This is the secondary thesis of my book, 
that Tippit was a double of the President and

To those of you who 
may never read my book, I am reprinting the 
pictures of Kennedy and Tippit here.

On page 20 of DALLAS CONSPIRACY I refer to 
the "remarkably high mortality rate among the 
witnesses and others who apparently could pro¬ 
vide information embarrassing to these con¬ 
spirators." I then mentioned the strange death 
of Dorothy Kilgallen who had an exclusive inter¬ 
view with Jack Ruby. Her autopsy took eight 
days. Two days later, Kilgallen's close friend, 
Mrs. Earl T. Smith, died of an undetermined 
cause. Another woman, Earlene Roberts, had an 
interview with Oswald after the assassination 
died at age 60 from a "heart attack" on 1-9-66. 

Rose Cherami, age 40, who worked for Ruby 
was killed in a hit-and-run accident. 

Hank Killam, whose wife worked for Ruby, was 
hounded by Federal authorities, had his throat 
cut on 3-17-64. Robert Perrin, whose wife also 
worked for Ruby, died of "voluntarily taking 
arsenic." Betty MacDonald who worked for 
Ruby was found hanged in a Dallas jail cell 
on 2-14-64. Bill Hunter, who interviewed 
Ruby's lawyer, Tom Howard, was shot to death 
by police in police station 4-4-64. Howard, 
himself, died under strange circumstances. 

Tom Howard's associate in his investigation, 

Mr. James Koethe, who was present in the above 
interviews between Howard and Hunter, died of 
a karate chop to the throat 9-21-64. Delilah 
White, age 27, who had worked for Ruby and was 
r.’riting a book, was shot by her husband of 
just 24 days. 

Then there was David Ferrie, a gay friend 
of Oswald and Ruby, who died of "natural causes" 
after leaving two suicide notes on 2-22-67. 

By the strangest coincidence, Ferrie's friend, 
Eladio Cerefine de Valle, age 43, was killed 
in Florida with a machete and a pistol on 
exactly the same day that Ferrie died. And 
last among Ferrie's friends was Mary Stults 
Sherman, who was stabbed and burned in her 
apartment 7-21-64. 

Among the police who knew too much was Lt. 

Paul Dyer, who was the first officer to inter¬ 
view David Ferrie after the assassination. He 
was the youngest "cancer victim" among the 
various witnesses. He was only 33 when he 
died on 2-23-65. IJack Ruby, they insist, 
died of cancer at age 55 on 1-3-67] Capt. 

Frank Martin, age 56, of the Dallas Police 
made the mistake of hinting in his testimony 
that there was more to be told. He "died of 
cancer" On 6-16-66. Gary Underhill, 48, and 
a former CIA agent who claimed to know who was 
responsible for the murder of the President 
was found shot to death. It was suicide, they 
say. 


Another "suicide" was William Waters, 32, 
who died from an overdose of demerol, accord¬ 
ing to the police, on 5-20-67. Unfortunately, 
there was no autopsy, a convenient bureau¬ 
cratic oversight. Waters had called the FBI 
just after the assassination to provide some 
information. He was foolish enough to believe 
that the FBI was made up of honest, patriotic 
people. He did not know about COINTELPRO. He 
was told that he knew too much and to keep his 
mouth shut. When he would not do so, he was 
confined to a Memphis jail for 8 months on a 
"misdemeanor charge." 

I have listed only a few of those who have 
died unusual deaths when it is apparent that 
they knew too much. On October 16, 1974, a 
private investigator, William H. Cooper was 
found shot to death in the bedroom of his 
Baton Rouge, La. apartment. He-had been in¬ 
vestigating the Kennedy Assassination actively 
for ten years. Most of us know HOW it was 
done, but he was digging into the WHY and was 
very close to proving that the murder was 
ordered and directed "by certain individuals 
in the U.S. intelligence community." The 
police ruled the death as suicide. Observe: 
Cooper shot himself in the right temple, 
transfered the .38 revolver to his left hand, 
wiped it clean of finger prints, placed it on 
the bed beside him, lay back and pulled the 

covers over him-all in the split second 

before he died. The Coroner's report states 
that the bullet through his brain killed him 
instantly. It is fantastic what incredible 
feats a dying man can accomplish! 

CHICAGO [UPI] February 4, 1975. I have a 
story here which quotes a photographer by the 
name of Robert Groden as saying "that Lee 
Harvey Oswald had nothing to do with the 
assassination." And he goes on to prove that 
there were "at least six shots fired, not 
three, as the WARREN COMMISSION concluded. 

PARDON ME, but... Anyone who will take the 
trouble to wade through the 26 volume set of 
the HEARINGS before the WARREN COMMISSION will 
quickly see that at least 20 shots were fired. 

My DALLAS CONSPIRACY lists the volume and 
page of these shots. I do not know much about 
Mr. Groden, but his best friends are Marxist 
Dick Gregory and a "Professor of Philosophy" 
named Schoemann. One can just imagine the 
philosophy that he teaches. Interestingly, 
this UPI story states that Groden, Gregory, 
and Schoemann presented their findings to the 
ROCKEFELLER COMMISSION investigating the CIA. 

We doubt that even David Belin could manage 
to keep a straight face. 

SOMEWHAT OF A These have not been the best of 
CONCLUSION,,■ times for those of us who suffer 
a paranoia derived from an 
acceptance of the Kennedy Assassination Conspir¬ 
acy Thesis. Recently, there have been too many 
revelations which have done nothing to allevi¬ 
ate our unfortunate condition. Do you s.ee all 
these events as just random coincidence? 

In their mad scheme to overthrow all orderly 
and established free governments and make the 
earth one vast concentration camp with their 
own Czar in charge of it, the Communists and 
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their friends continue to resort to murder and 
terrorism where necessary.

Please observe: At this time, Oswald had 
just been captured 1 He had not been charged 
with the murder, he consistantly denied that 
he had killed the President, and he had not 
yet even been given a paraffin test to see if 
he had even fired a gun that day. {This test 
later proved that he had not fired any gun 
that day!] Yet Air Force One had received 
word that Oswald was the lone assassin! 

Note also that this word to Air Force One 
did not come from any Dallas source, but from 
the Top-Secret SITUATION ROOM in the White 
House in Washington! How did they know so far 

in advance-with no evidence or even rumor 

to support it-exactly what the conclusion 

of a year of Federal Investigation by the 
WARREN COMMISSION was going to be? Either I 
am paranoiac on the lunatic fringe or the 
National Security advisor McGeorge Bundy was a 
prophet. And if you reject these two rather 
simple possibilities, then you are at once 
forced into the Conspiracy Corner. Now what? 


You see, once you accept the Conspiracy 
Theory, you must accept the whole concept that 
political changes in our American government 
are made by an Elite and not by the Electorate. 
If our leaders can be changed by murder as 
with Kennedy or by continuous propaganda bom¬ 
bardment as with Watergate/Nixon, are we 
really still under the law and order of a 
Constitutional Republic? And if we are not, 
does it really make any difference to most 
Americans? 


significant crime in our time because of 
deliberate fabrications from the very highest 
levels of our government, just maybe he will 
find this book the catalyst toward doing 
even further study. 

Meanwhile, the FBI's COINTELPRO agents con¬ 
tinue to harass Christian patriots in their 
home towns, trying to discredit them among 
their neighbors and friends. Congressional 
investigators have found that COINTELPRO agents 
work in complete disregard to the civil rights 
and Constitutional guarantees of the citizenry. 
Frequently they team up with the IRS agents 
and shamelessly harass persons operating com¬ 
pletely within the law.

COINTELPRO still maintains paid trouble- 
makers such as Oswald and sends them to 
settle where ever out-spoken patriots live. I 
These men and-women often take very menial 1 
jobs so that they can discredit the patriot I 
among the working people. In New England, 
there were two who caused me no end of trouble. 
One of them was the then UNIT LEADER of the 1 
NAZI PARTY.[National Socialist White Peoples \ 
Party] I would be very careful of any so- 
called patriot who promotes the National 
Socialists or glorifies Hitler for whatever 
reason. 

The second tactic of a COINTELPRO man is to 
pretend to be a fine Christian patriot and so 
work himself into a sensitive position with 
these patriots or their organizations. His 
main tactic will always be the same and there 
are no exceptions: He will make every effort 
to divide the patriots and get them fighting 
among themselves. You should learn to watch 
for this and separate yourself from such 
people. You will also notice that these 
agents have absolutely no constructive accom¬ 
plishments to their credit. It is through 
these people that everything you do or say 
if funnelled back to COINTELPRO headquarters. 
How can you be sure? You never can be, but 
you might drop a false story in such a way 
as it gets to them and then see how long it 
takes for a COINTELPRO man to show up in 
town. Then you know... Yes, there are two 
such persons, at least, now living in our 
area and we are not worried in the least. >»■ 


If it makes no difference, then there is no 
value at all to my DALLAS CONSPIRACY work. As 
I have stated in the book, the solution to the 
most widely known crime of the 20th century 
is of little importance in and of itself. 

There can be no value to proving that a certain 
man in black pulled the trigger instead of Lee 
Harvey Oswald, if the reader drops the subject 
at that point. But if instead the reader sees 
that he has been deceived; if he discovers that 
he really knew very little about the most 


n l7o weapon that is formed against thee shall 
prosper; and every tongue that shall rise 
against thee in judgment thou shalt condemn. 
This is the heritage of the servants of the 
lord, and their righteousness is of me, 
saith the lord." 
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And all this tremendous expense on both sides is over a dietary treatment given, they 
say, to a little boy already certified as terminal by his medical doctor, and over the 
fact that, allegedly, the parents were charged a $50 fee for three days of care. 

As one of the Defendants, I have no idea what happened as the charges against me for 
participating in a conspiracy to practice medicine without a license are totally without 
foundation, as the evidence will show. What is particularly unusual about this case is 
the fact that, for once, REALITY and 0UGHT-T0 are joint Defendants being prosecuted by 
the State of California. As so many of you know. It has been my position, in reality, 
that the REAMS PROGRAM should be operated in association with a Medical Doctor or other 
1 icerrsed professional because of the often severe reaction to the anionic lemon drink, 
especially those with high or low sugar problems. The only capitalized paragraph in my 
book, THE CURSE... clearly states my position. It is interesting, also, that none of the 
operators of Murrieta Hot Springs, none of the professionals who were there who would know 
our position as to the Medical Practice Act, have been called to testify. Instead, it is 
allowed to be Insinuated by the Prosecution and stated by the Press, that the Defendants 
were actually the operators of the Resort. The same deliberately false impression has 
also been generated and promoted by the Prosecutors in a simular case in Virginia. The 
deception knows no bounds. As with Hitler, the bigger the lie, the more readily the 
public will believe it. 

Indio was selected by the Prosecution as the location for trial and no MOTION to change 
this location would be entertained by the Court. Remember, the Court and the Prosecutor 
are on the same payroll. All of my MOTIONS to sever myself from the others; to dismiss 
for cause; and to dismiss on rights secured under the 1st, 4th, and 14th Amendments of the 
US. Constitution, were quickly denied. Once denied, this gave me the right to do the un¬ 
expected. Before the trial actually started, I filed a PETITION FOR REMOVAL OF CRIMINAL 
ACTION (28 USC I446e) with the U.S. District Court in Los Angeles. This Petition removes, 
at once, any jurisdiction that the State Superior Court had_over me and places me under the 
protection of the U.S. Magistrate concerning the protection of myrights of free press and 
freedom to preach, etc. For a Propria Persona Defendant, this is the last thing that the 
State Court expected. They pretended to look the other way, as people do when they cross 
the street with a car bearing down upon them, and pretend that it didn't happen. The 
Judge, who I feel is an excellant person and fair man, still felt that he had jurisdiction 
and compelled me to stand trial. But, the US District Court admits that they do indeed have 
jurisdiction, and that my only minor problem Is that I had not filed a Petition for an 
Order to Stay Proceedings. These are being filed FORTHWITH. It is impossible for tw o 
courts to have ju ri«.HirrIon at th P same time;, and yet the St ate Court is proceeding 
anvwav. and wii-hnnr acknowledging their jurisdiction , I am permitting them to go through 
the motions to a trial with me as Defendant, Pro se. What they are doing now is void. 

"Proceedings in State Court after filing and service of removal petition are 
absolutely void, not voidable, and such proceedings are not validated If the 
case is subsequently remanded to State Court, even though the petition is 
without merit." South Carolina v Moore 447 F2nd 1067" 28USC 1446 

It is interesting that only my Motions to Dismiss were of such a nature as to qualify for 
Removal to Federal District Court, so only Defendant Davis is removed, and the trial of 
Dr. Carey Reams and his daughter is valid and in full force and effect. 

"Removal by one defendant did not terminate Jurisdiction of State Court as to 
the other defendants." Mosher v Phoenix, 39 Ariz 470, 7 P2nd 622 

So, while I am not lawfully a Defendant in .State Court, I do have an interest in what 
happens to my friends, the other Defendants. And it seems that it is very often my 
cross-examination of the Prosecution's witnesses that is reducing their credibility. 

But, those questions do not just pop into my head; they require lots of study and thought. 
The Prosecutor may 1 earn to leave preachers alone... 
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The whole nature of a trial changes from minute to minute, and as I write, the State 

is still putting on its witnesses. The first one was the child's Medical Doctor who 

gave a complete run-down on the leukemia from the day it was diagnosed until it died some 
ten months later. Except for the fact that the child did indeed have leukemia and that 
his case was almost hopeless from the day of diagnosis, his testimony Is of little value 
in the instant case. In cross-examination, I asked the Doctor what his chances were on 
the day of diagnosis and he testified as an expert that the baby's chances were about 5% 
of living a year. And then I asked his chances in November, 1976 after the first relapse 
and the answer was no more than 1%. By Spring of 1977, there was no chance. So, the 
testimony, was that there was no chance on the day in May when the parents brought the boy ! 
to Dr. Carey Reams, yet the newspaper continues to write that the boy died "soon after 

he was given a diet consisting only of lemon iuice and distilled water." Actually, it 

was more than a month.later, .acordlng to testimony. The Medical Doctor who testified 
waSvGary Hartman*, from San Diego. But, what the papers refuse to print Is the testified 
fact that DrT‘Hartman gave the 21# baby a lOOmg dose of CYTOXAN on June 2, 1977. That is 
TWICE the maximun dose allowed, according to the Physicians' Desk Reference, and four 
times the average dose of CYTOXAN to be given a baby of this weight. There is no antidote 
according to the PDR, for this dangerous.toxic drug. It is true, according to the Doctor's 
testimony that the boy died soon after at home. Two friends of mine in the Medical Pro¬ 
fession expressed astonishment at the use of this "megadose" of CYTOXAN and I would like 
more opinions from qualified persons. 

JUST BECAUSE YOU ARE NOT PARANOIC DOES As the trial proceeds, there is a long string of 
MEAN THAT THEY ARE NOT OUT TO GET YOU! witnesses who establish beyond the shadow of a 

doubt that the Riggs Family brought their son to 

see me-with an appointment mind you-on May 18, 1977. One said that I was even an hour 

and a half late in greeting them in the lobby of the Murrieta Hot Springs Hotel. Three 

witnesses swore under penalty of perjury that they heard me state that Dr. Carey Reams 

could definately CURE the boy of leukemia, etc.,etc. Each told almost exactly the same 
story, but none could remember with any kind of similar certainty what else happened in 

the same week. The Prosecutor was allowed to lead the witnesses, asking if they heard me 

use the word "CURE" as though it was somehow copyrighted by the Medical and Drug Estab¬ 
lishment. This kind of testimony is now in the overkill stage. The mother of the child 
somehow remembered some alleged exact words of mine, but couldn't remember many of the 
more significant happenings. As I looked at this mother I suddenly realized that I had 
never seen her before. I have talked to hundreds of people about the REAMS PROGRAM, but 
this woman was a new face to me. I began to wonder just what was the meaning of this, 
and still am wondering. More research needed into this matter. 

JULY 6, 1978: THE In all, the Prosecution put on a total of 4 witnesses who testified 

PROSECUTION RESTS under oath that they were positive that they had seen me on May 18th 

with the Riggs family. Two of these were employees at the Murrieta 
Hotel Desk, and this is how they could be sure that they were right on the dates. Both 
testified that I checked in and out with them on a regular basis^all during that time. 

As chance would have It, both were relatives of the Riggs family! I asked Mrs. Riggs a 
total of 172 questions, and one of the desk clerks more than 180 questions'. Again and 
again, I came back to the date, the 18th, a Wednesday, and every time they were absolutely 
certain it was the 18th and could not have been the 15th or the 22nd, etc. And all were 
certain that I had not seen this family at any other time, either before or since. But 
nowhere in the Prosecution's side, did they present one shred of physical evidence to any 
crime! They could produce no record of Riggs registration at the hotel; no copy of any 

test, diet sheet, receipt for any payment, nothing-except personal recollection. The 

whole case is made upon personal recollection, except for the ordinary medical records of 
the Riggs boy provided by his medical doctor. And about their personal recollection of 

any other date in or around the 18th-almost nothing, except what involved the Riggs y 

child. Of those things, they were certain. 
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The last witness was Way Riggs, the little boy's father. He couldn't remember a lot 


of things because "he had been trying to put the death of his son out of his mind." But 
there was one thing of which he was certain: He.did not authorize the megadose of the 
dangerous CYTOXAN that was given on June 2nd by Dr. Gary Hartman, and that he did not know 
of any CHEMOTHERAPY given after May 18th, and this point was 


deliberately over-looked by the PRESS-ENTERPRISE story the 
next day. ’ 1

“—for the purchase of carpeting. I intend to provide records 
of Plane tickets, purchases, and other activities that will 
show that I left California on May 9th and did not return to 
Murrieta until May 25th, after the boy had been put into the 
hospital subsequent to leaving Murrieta on the 20th If one 
is to believe ANY of the testimony. I will introduce into 
evidence twelve checks signed by me from May 11th through 
May 22, showing that I was not in California on any date 
on or about May 18th. I will bring a Bank Manager all the 
way from North Carolina at a cost of $500. who will testify 
that I was in his bank at least twice that week in regard 
to a bank loan that I finally signed on May 20th with his 
bank.

Dear friends. 

Probably, the most effective weapon of war 
the Scotch ever invented was the bag-pipe. 

Its errie tones ahead of a marching column of 
battle ready soldiers signaled to the soul of 
their enemy: Death is coming! Death is coming! 

FEAR We are living in such uncertain times. 
NOT! It is my job to warn as effectively as 
I know how concering some very serious 
trouble ahead. Often, when I write a news¬ 
letter telling people what is to happen, I 
receive hundreds of letters back from people 
who are scared to death. 

Though I try to discourage it, people come 
from all over America to my North Carolina 
mountain home, seeking me out because of a fear 
of the future that has gripped their mind and 
soul. It is as though the Communists and 
their friends were playing bag-pipes in their 
ears: Death is coming! I have seen grown men 
so frightened that their hands shake and they 
grit their teeth. Often they beg me to take 
them into our midst and help them find a way to 
live in the safety of the Great Smokies. Have 
you any idea how dangerous the Spirit of Fear 
can be? I have been falsely accused by some 
Christian pastors of spreading a Spirit of 
Fear instead of preaching a "positive Gospel." 
Sometimes I get so nauseated by this clerical 
cop-out that I am forced to put these men at 
the top of my prayer-list, ahead of others more 
needy. I am so opposed to the Spirit of Fear 
that I cannot accept the fearful in any vital 
position. God's instructions for raising a 
Christian army is clear: 

"What man is there that is fearful and 
faint-hearted? Let him go and return to his 
house, lest his brethren's heart faint as 
well as his heart." 

Deuteronomy 20:8 

Yet, fear of the unknown, of the future in 
troubled times, and of a dedicated enemy, is a 
very natural emotion. It is so natural, yet 
so demoralizing, that the Lord found it necess¬ 
ary to send an angel or other messenger to some 
pretty strong people in the Bible. We think 
of the father of our people, Abram, later 
called Abraham, as being a man of Iron, and I 
guess he was. But, on no less than three 
occasions, God had to appear to him as he did 
in Genesis 15:1 and remind him: 

"BEAU EOT, Abram, I am thy shield, and thy 
exceeding great reward."

Can you com¬ 
prehend the fear that will grip some Christians 
who, even now, truly believe that "It can’t 
happen here?" Their pastors have not warned 
them. They are not prepared. Their blood will 
be on the hands of the watchman. 

This is not to 6ay that Satan cannot cause 
you a lot of trouble.

Investigation to date reveals that NORD DAVIS, JR., 
still resides in the Snyder's Creek area of Andrews, North 
Carolina. He continues as a part owner of the Covenant Realty 
Company of Andrews, North Carolina. The Covenant Realty 
Company office is now the meeting point for the members of the 
Bible Covenant Heritage Church of Andrews, North Carolina, 
of which DAVIS is the lay minister. 








Further investigation in Western North Carolina 
has revealed that DAVIS has invited several families from 
the Northeastern a.rea. of the United States i principally from 
the New Hampshire area, to travel to Western North Carolina 
to live. These invitations are based on DAVIS-stating to 
these families that he can insure good jobs, mainly with the 
Covenant Realty Company, and with housing, and good living 
conditions away .from .the. crime and expensive areas’of"the 
North.

SHERIFF'S POSSE COMITATUS (SPC), Also 
Known As Citizens' Law Enforcement 
Research Committee (CLERC)_. 


The SPC, also known as the Citizens' Law Enforcement 
Research Committee (CLERC), is a loose-knit nationwide 
organization established in Portland, Oregon, in 1973 by 
Portland resident Henry Lamont (Mike) Beach. The SPC is a 
non-affiliated off-shoot of the Identity Group (IG), a 
California based tax rebellion organization. The SPC 
claims that the Federal Reserve System and the graduated 
income tax are "ultra vires and not lawful," and that the 
Federal judiciary has attempted to establish "a dictatorship 
of the courts over the citizens of the Republic." 

The SPC calls for the establishment of a posse in 
each county to assist the only legitimate lav/*’enforcement 
authority, the county sheriff, in combating the unlawful 
acts of others, particularly those of Federal and state 
offioials. 

Some "members and leadership of the SPC have voiced hatre 
for Jews and Negroes, advocated the assassination of Federal lav; 
enforcement agents, and have engaged in acts of provocation 
and assault against Federal and other lav; enforcement officials.

August 1983, Team Debriefing 

Even in war, there is humor. Let me tell you of a real sad story. 

Can you see the grin on my face? It seems that one of the leading 
_E1 Salvadoran Communist females, Dr. Anaya Montes was stabbed to death* 
-reportedly by one of their own Party members, and the Number One 
Commandante, Sr. Marcial, was so depressed and dismayed about the 
murder of Anaya that he committed suicide. As the saying goes, "That's 
how it is in the tropics!" 

Here is the story. One of the leading anti-communist newsletters 
printed in the United States, in their August issue, reported the death 
of Miss Anaya with the caption to the effect that the Communists kill 
each other over differences in political doctrine. We are not doubting 
that this happens, for Trotsky was murdered by one of his own fellow 
Communists. Even conservatives have been known to fight among themselve 
almost to the point of blood. Politics and Theology have been known to 
do strange things to the thinking patterns of the most idealistic among 
them’. And, so, when the newspapers reported with a straight face that 
the Number Two Person of the largest Communist Faction in El Salvador 
was murdered by a low level party member, our friends in this newsletter 
bought the propaganda and printed it as the truth. We are not experts 
in Latin America, preferring to leave the "expert opinions" to those who 
have spent two weeks or less in the area. There is just no substitute 
for hard intelligence from those who live in the area and speak the 
Spanish language. Comrade Anaya was Salvadoran, but she met her final 
reward in Managua, Nicaragua. The Nicaraguan GUARDIAN reported the fact 
of her death as follows: 

"The murderers dressed themselves in hoods and wore rubber gloves to commit the 
crime, according to Nicaraguan police. For weapons, they used knives and ice 
picks, stabbing Anaya Montes more than 80 times and then cutting her throat." 

GUARDIAN, May 4, 1983 - page 12 

Now, if the murderers wore hoods, and could not be fingerprinted, how 
do the police know just who they were? And, if they can not determine 
who they were, how can they suppose a motive? The murder took place on 
the night of April 6th, but the Nicaraguan people did not learn of it 
until a month later. There was a patsy who was arrested and one might 
suppose has been executed. The evidence will show that he did deny 
any involvement,though it is known that he did differ with the policies 
of her clique within the party. The unfortunate fellow was Rogelio 
Bazzaglia, a young man of about 28. Alas, poor Rogelio, we knew him 
well. Just six days after the body of Anaya was found, and three days 
after her emotional funeral, her leader, Commandante Marcial, is report¬ 
ed to have committed suicide. The story of the untimely death of Com¬ 
mandante Marcial was carried in the Nicaraguan Sandanista newspaper, 
named THE BARRICADA, dated April 25th. 

Our intelligence indicates that Commandante Marcial, whose real name 
was Salvador Cayetano Carpio, was born in El Salvador in 1919. He had 
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served as the Secretary General of the Salvadoran Communist Party in 
the 1960's and his achievements for communist causes may well have been 
on a par with Fidel Castro and Che Guevara. Murder and death of the 
innocent as well as the not-so-innocent, was nothing new to this hard¬ 
core Communist. Now, are we to believe that he was so depressed at the 
death of his comrade-in-arms that he just put his gun to his head and 
pulled the trigger? Knowing the emotional disposition of the Latin, you 
might have cause to believe this bit of propaganda. And, it does make 
a wonderful story for the less intellectual among the communist ranks. 

Now, let's discuss the late Comrade Anaya. Her Communist name was 
Commandante Ana Maria Morales. Her real name was Melinda Anaya Montes. 
Now, it iriust be remembered that Ana Maria was Salvadoran but was killed 
in Managua, Nicaragua. Our Northpoint people knew her as a torturer of 
anti-communist Nicaraguans and others believed to be. helping the CONTRAS 
that were working for Nicaraguan freedom. She devised all sorts of 
cruel tortures of those she thought might break and betray the patriots. 
She supervised the execution of at least 400 patriotic Nicaraguans, some 
of them we knew quite well. Of others, we now know the next of kin as 
they are recruited into the freedom movement there. There are many who 
had a just motive to get even with Comrade Ana Maria Morales! The San- 
danista newspaper makes this statement: 

"All those who participated in Commander Ana Maria's assassination were captured 
during the week following the crime." BARRICADA, April 25, page 1. 

Oh, is that so? All. that we need to say about this newspaper story 
has been translated from the Spanish for us: "No way, Jose! ' Anyway, 
we think that the sordid murder could not have been pinned on a more 
deserving Communist: One Rogelio A. Bazzaglia Recinos, a member of the 
FPL Central Command. Rumor has it that the authorities found some of 
the rubber gloves and what appeared to be an improvised hood, in the 
house of Communist Rogelio. We understand that some of those who did 
not like him saw to it that he could not account for his time the night 
of April 6th. Quite truthfully, and we suppose that he tried in every 
way to make this quite plain to his accusors, Rogelio has no knowledge 
of the terrible deed, and may have even expressed his own personal 
anguish at the news of the death of so talented a Communist as Senoritn 
Ana Maria. Comrade Rogelio has dropped out of sight since his arrest, 
and if he has indeed been executed, it could not have happened to a 
better man. It could not have worked out better had we planned it our¬ 
selves. The authorities have never figured out why Comrade Rogelio, 
and presumably some unnamed associates, all of whom were armed, did not 
just shoot Ana Maria instead of putting her through the pain of the 
multiple stabbings.* The newspaper accounts indicate that there was 
sufficient evidence to implicate Comrade Rogelio in spite of his highly 
emotional denials. Professionalism takes many forms... 

Now, as to the death of the Number One El Salvadoran Communist Party 
Leader, the man who has been making all the trouble in El Salvador 
until April 12. 1983. The Sandanista BARACADA of April 25th stated: 

“Depressed and dismayed by the irrefutable evidence of the enemy's activity, 
carried out by a trusted person, which led to the assassination of Anaya Montes, 
Commandante Salvador Cayetano Carpio tragically took his own life on April 12th." 
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How sad! Please send my condolence to Senora Cayetano. None of the 
newspaper stories available to us indicated just HOW Comrade Marcial, 
that was his Communist name, actually met his death. There is a very 
good reason why that data has not been made public. Commandante Marcial. 
we understand, fancied himself an expert in fine handguns, and he owned 
several of them of different calibres. I am certain that the evidence 
will show that Commandante Marcial shot himself in the LEFT temple with 
a .45 calibre pistol, one calibre, we understand, he did not own. Which 
leads one to all sorts of speculation, doesn't it? Well, if one is to 
do-the job well, with no chance of survival as a vegetable, would not 
an expert in handguns seek out a person with a .45 and borrow it for a 
day or two? Is it true that Sr. Marcial was RIGHT handed? On the other 
hand, it viell may be that Commandante Marcial had just a little help in 
committing suicide. Oh well, that is how it is in the tropics. 

Now, there is a serious problem for the world Communist movement, not 
to mention the American Central Intelligence Agency, with the unexpected 
death of the two top El Salvadoran Communist Party leaders. And when 
both die under unusual circumstances, to say the very least, the matter 
becomes highly complex. Whoever killed Ana Maria had just a little more 
than a political difference of opinion. And whoever killed Commandante 

Marcial-I am sorry, but suicide is simply out of the question --also 

knew what he was doing. The U.S. Trotskyist newspaper, the MILITANT, 
dated June 10, 1983 had this to say, in part: 

"...Given the vast resources Washington has mobilized to halt the advance of the 
revolution in Central Americathere can be no doubt that the CIA was involved 
in one way or another. That is understood by all." (page 5) 

And those of us who know the real role of the CIA and certain other 
American intelligence and covert action groups operating within Nicaragua 
and Costa Rica also know that the death of Comrade Ana Maria and the 
top communist Commandante Marcial would be and are highly counter¬ 
productive to the true American intentions throughout Central America. 
Further, should it have been the CIA which assisted Commandante Marcial 
to his final reward, they would have been wise enough to have used a 
weapon of communist manufacture, or at least a widely used 9mm pistol 
and then left it on the scene. It has been reported to us that the 
weapon which killed Commandante Marcial was not found on the scene. Is 
that not so. Comrades? 

While the American people do not know which side the government of 
the United States is on, there is one thing certain: The Nicaraguan 
people do. They know about the betrayal of their country into the hands 
of the Sandanista minority by the U.S. Department of State of the Carter 
Administration and know full well that the same people are still on the 
job today. They know that they were betrayed by the government of Costa 
Rica and by the pro-Communist Costa Rican former President, Don Pepe 
Figueres. They can expect no help from the South. However the deaths of 
these two Communists Leaders happens to coincide with the increased 
American military activity in Nicaragua and off the coasts, doesn't it? 
Whenever there is any kind of change in Communist top leadership there 
is a risk that there may be a counter-revolution as the Communists try 
co fill the vacuum. May I suggest that this is what has happened here? 
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It has been necessary for the American Totalitarian Socialists who now 
control the American government and our foreign policy to make it very 
clear to the Nicaraguan patriots, and those who are helping their cause, 
that there will not be any revolution permitted which will unseat the 
Communist Sandanista government. 

Have you not noticed that the American military operations are always 
such as to prevent any anti-Communist counter revolutions against the 
.Communists who are in power? Remember when the U.S. Navy Atlantic 
—Fleet was sailing around Cuba to make sure that the anti-Communist Cuban 
did not"invade Cuba and free it? And you recall how the American Navy 
Pacific Fleet has sailed for years between Formosa, and the China main 
land to make sure that the anti-Communist Chinese did not free their 
brethren under the heel of the Hammer and Sickle? 

You remember how the American Department of State gave the American 
Canal at Panama to the Communist government there, now don't you? Did 
you approve of that? Then why do you suppose that this same State 
Department, with its trained CIA agents, are doing any differently in 
Nicaragua? Is not the man who gave you Vietnam, Cambodia,and Laos.now 
giving you Nicaragua and El Salvador? We refer, of course, to a man 
who has been identified as a former Soviet KGB agent, Henry Kissinger! 

The sudden deaths of these two top communists has the communist 
efforts in Central America in confusion and division. There is a 
struggle for leadership in the positions which have been vacated, and 
these deaths can only be helpful in buying time for the patriotic cause 
in those unfortunate countries.

designated areas, and we will help the Nicaraguans free themselves. With a Letter of Marque in 
our hands, the American patriots will completely fund this operation and it will not cost the 
U.S. Taxpayer one dime.

The job is now 
being done anyway without the Letter of Marque, but with extremely limited funds. Our major 
problem i:; to put our men in good jungle boots and provide them with a reliable rifle.

The next Lliittg that needs to be done by our private teams is the selective assassination o: 
all Sandanista Leaders. Nicaragua is a very small country. We know who they are, from the 
local leader right up to.the Ortega Brothers. Traitors such as Commandante Cero and Chuglin 
are, even now, being hunted by the CONTRAS. Such assassinations will strike fear in the mind, 
of these Communists and disrupt their ability to govern. Following that, there should be a 
general assassination of all Soviet and Cuban advisors wherever found. 

Poll-owing this, or ih concert with it, there should be selected tactical strikes against 
key targets, coordinated to cause the most chaos to the Communist enemy. These tarqcts will U 
military barracks, storage depots, ammunition dumps, transportation, power plants, water ami 
sewage treatment facilities, etc. The Sandanista microwave Lower and associated eguipmi id 
located between Managua and Leon is to be destroyed.

store. Good used clothing is just fine. Ship it to THE NORTHPOINT TEAMS, Rt 1, Box 240, 
Andrews, North Carolina.

We do not need 
Soviet Agent Henry Kissinger. We do not need or want a single active member of the US armed 
forces. We will fund all our own equipment and supply all our own men. We just want to be 
able to do so without Intelferencc irom the Central Intelligence Agency, the FBI, and nil of 
the other groups whose loyally is to a Totalitarian Socialist form of world government. 

1 am fally aware of the fact that the proposal made in this letter as well as the facts thi'

As 
the American Party Candidate for theU.S. Senate, against Ted Kennedy 
in 1970, I can understand the severe pressures of politics more than 
most, and know the serious problems that we are going to have getting 
you reelected next year. However, your reelection is not the concern 
of this letter: The lives of myself, certain of my contacts here and 
in Central America, are the concern. 

I spent 18 months in Central America. There is an arrest warrant out 
on me by National Security of Costa Rica because of the data that I 
have in my possession and in my head. I was frequently being followed 
by agents of three countries at a time, U.S. Intel, Israeli Intel, and 
the ever clumsy C.R.‘National Security boys. My security was, for a 
period of time, arranged privately by "Chema"---the son of a former 
President of El Salvador. This and other contacts that I developed 
there provided me with the data that I need to do my story on Central 
America, from the US betrayal of Nicaragua, to the U.S. Ambassador 
of Costa Rica’s family connections to the Soviet Embassy and Cultural 
Center. I had no intention of giving this sensitive data to anyone, 

Even your office. Senator Helms, until I had a chance to compile it 
into a booklet and have it distributed ahead of any chance of betrayal. 

At least two Nicaraguan patriots gave their*life for this data, and we 
know that several .are in prison because of it. One of those reporting 
to us was a niece of Somosa and she was tortured and murdered by one 
Commandante Ana Maria Morales, the #2 El Salvadoran Communist leader. 

You will read about her in our NORTHPOINT, Team Debriefing. 

Against my better judgment, and at the urging of your financial 
supporter, the John Talcotts of Plymouth, Massachusetts, and your aid, 

Mr. Dodd, our office agreed to provide a set of confidential documents 
and 14 cassette tapes of information through a certain lawyer by the 
name of "Mr. Carbough". I had nothing directly to do with that man, 
but brought certain data to my office from a secure location, and brought 
in a man known to "Mr. Carbough" only as "Colgate", and he and Mr. 
Carbough made a number of contacts on my phone. Further data was 
accumulated via telephone calls into Costa Rica and sent here from 
Arkansas and Texas. Some came from Miami contacts, etc. When all 
this sensitive data was assembled, at a cost to our office of more than 
a thousand dollars, a meeting was scheduled with Mr. Carbough in 
Charlotte at a certain time and place. My two men were there. Your 
Mr. Carbough never made the meeting and all further attempts for him 
to talk to us by phone, or to contact us by mail, have been fruitless.

In what I feel was a tactical blunder, my associates decided to 
take this, data to your Hickory, N.C. office and give it to them with 
the direction that this data be sent to your Washington Office. In 
a conversation with Mrs. Debbie DeMoss yesterday, I learned that this 
dats has not arrived at your Latin American desk, and that she has no 
knowledge of it. Where is it? 

Our intelligence research suggests that this data found its way to 
the offices of "Mr. Carbough" and that he is almost constantly in 
-Central America. 

What bothers us the most, and just why we did not wish to provide 
you or anyone with this data is because of the names of the CONTRA 
Nicaraguan leaders contained in this data. Many of these men--and 
women--are not known as such by either the Nicaraguan or Costa Rica 
people(officials) and that such data would be a risk to their lives and 
their effectiveness. 

All attempts for recovery or location of this data; whether or not 
this data ever arrived at your office; and other related questions, 
meet with only the usual doubletalk and "Well we have been very busy 
this week with other matters" routine. 

Our team, in Miami and elsewhere, is monitoring short-wave trans¬ 
missions from southern Nicaragua and it is interesting to the point 
of paranoia that all the Sandanista attacks upon our people just happen 
to match the people and places that was contained in the data that Mr. 
Carbough received from your Hickory Office. I make no accusations 
against Mr. Carbough. I am only pointing out the situation as I see 
it—especially because of the silence, the failure to return calls, 
and the apparent indifference that we are receiving here. 

Our office here, and our NORTHPOINT TEAMS, are not going again 
to the expense and time to regather this data, the source information, 
from its secure locations to provide it to -your office again. We urge 
you to take whatever steps are necessary to secure this information, 
to reconcile the data against what is also known by your office, and to 
let us know if there are any areas of data that you need further 
clarifications. Our NORTHPOINT Team would like to meet with you, 
personally and privately, whenever you can arrange it —in North 
Carolina. Since the lives of our Nicaraguan patriots may be at stake, 
and the security of our people here in the U.S. is involved, I do not 
think that our casual treatment by your people is in character with 
your fine reputation as an American patriot. 

I have.enclosed two data sheets that have been mailed to my nation¬ 
wide mailing list. To provide the data contained therein it must be 
noticed that one has to have been there.

and make a profit. But the Federal Govern¬ 
ment will not leave them alone and the pri¬ 
vate FEDERAL RESERVE will not stop printing 
paper dollars. Therefore, it is just impos¬ 
sible for any stock to keep up with the 
inflation. If your dividend does not keep 
up,you are losing mon»y. When a stock loses 
money, its value goes down. When enough 
stocks are going down, you know that it is 
not because of faulty management but because 
of prevailing financial conditions. The wise 
shift their course. The foolish put their 
head in the sand and say that it isn't so. 

I receive a dozen financial reports on a 
more or less regular basis. Almost all of 
them talk about a possible stock market 
crash some time in the future. They hint 
at a coming collapse of the dollar. Every¬ 
thing is always in the future tense. These 
are still in the stage of wishful thinkingl 

It is grossly inaccurate to talk of a com¬ 
ing or possible upheaval of our economic 
structure. It is now happening. It is in 
the present or past tense. We have already 
had crashes as bad or worse than happened 
in 1929. We just have postponed the effects 
for a few more months. What do you call it 
when there has been a 300 billion depreciat¬ 
ion of the value of the stock market in less 
than a year? Financial analysts glibly say 
that these are "paper losses." Brother, it 
is is more than mere paper when you go to 
sell. You have lost real wealth. 

Things are happening so fast now that any¬ 
thing I write will be out of date by the 
time it gets into your hands. But so far, 
all we have seen is a sort of "slow motion" 
stock market crash. As I write, the Dow 
Jones is below 650. Bad as that is, you 
must remember that "Dow Jones" is but a 
facade erected by the international bankers 
which they can manipulate at will. Most 
stocks have lost 40-801 of real value and 
even more when you add in the inflation 
factor. And I still meet people who are 
looking for the silver lining in the huge 
black storm cloud hanging over our heads. 


But what I fail to comprehend is that even 
after five years, there are still hundreds 
of my readers who are clinging to the stock 
market. You hope that it will go up again 
just once more. And if it should go up, you 
will feel relieved and hope that it will go 
up just a little more. Those of you who 
entertain that kind of thinking are going to 
be ruined. There is not one of you. regard¬ 
less of your stock selection, that has made 
any money in the market in the past three 
years. What was true and successful five 
and ten years ago is not true today. Those 
of you who refuse to shift your thinking to 
the reality of what is happening are going 
to lose all that you have. 

Yes, yes, I have heard the argument that 
you have confidence in American industry. 
Left alone, American industry could survive

True, if one bank folds up, 
the FDIC can help, but if hundreds of banks 
go, it is worthless and you will be lucky to 
get 54 on the Dollar. The American people 
have been set up like pigeons in a shooting 
gallery since the Federal Reserve Act of 1913. 
Look at those bills you carry in your pocket. 
See the very top line? Note that it does not 
say "FEDERAL RESERVE CERTIFICATE." It does 
not certify that there is on deposit anywhere 
anything. There is no backing whatever to any 
paper currency now in circulation. Your bills 
will state plainly, "FEDERAL RESERVE NOTE. " 
What is a "note"? It is the same thing that 
you sign when you go to a finance company for 
a loan. It is an evidence of debt not an 
instrument of available assets. What you are 
using for "money" is an I.O.U. owed by the 
American people to the private banking cartel 
called "The Federal Reserve Bank Corporation." 
Contrary to popular belief, carefully insin¬ 
uated into American thinking, the Federal 
Reserve is neither "Federal" nor does it have 
any "Reserves." 

The Federal Reserve is a private corpor¬ 
ation run for profit and plunder of the 
American people by the unconstitutional 
permission of the U.S. Congress.

The soup lines are coming again, whether 
or not you own stocks or have savings 
accounts. The above chart came from the 
MYERS FINANCE 5 ENERGY* report of August 
29, 1974. He added Line "A" to the chart 
put out by TRENDLINE. Line "B'‘ is the cur¬ 
rent status and what I expect will be the 
eventual low this Fall: DJ of 500. MYERS 
and I agree on this. Most other financial 
newsletters—those which have been more or 

less consistantly correct-say the same 

thing, though no one likes to predict exact 
figures. Many of these fellows write for 
the very wealthy and their suggestions are 
not valid for the lower middle income folks. 

Many of my readers, as far as I can tell 
from the help they give me, are in this 
lower middle. More than half, as far as I 
can tell, have almost no savings and no 
stocks. What do these people do? A few 
thousand dollars to them—and perhaps even 
a few hundred—mean more to them and their 
security than many thousands to a prosperous 
professional person. As friend Harry 
Schultz** says, the U.S. Dollar will exit 
slowly, not with a bang, but with a whimper. 
Middle America will be too busy to notice 
until too late. 


The record of silver as a commodity is 
what now affects the value of silver coins. 
Thus the sale value of silver coins can vary 
considerably and when you want to sell them 
the price could be on the down side. Since 
gold is both a monetary metal and a commodity 
these coins are, in my humble opinion, a far 
better value in the times just ahead. Trust 
in gold, while theologically incorrect, does 
pre-date Christianity. While the Bible does 
say not to lay up treasures on earth, the 
intent there was more one of attitude toward 
the gold than the possession ot it. Promises 
of wealth and riches are laced through the 
Bible in the covenants with Abraham and his 
children. And in a practical manner, I have 
yet to find a devout Christian who will re¬ 
fuse the gift of a gold coin. 

Anyway, I expect silver to keep on bounc¬ 
ing for quite a while. If you bought it, in 
coin form only, at a reasonable price, you 
might be better to hang on to it. But I am 
not now advising you to buy any at this time. 
Personally, I sold my silver coin when it was 
high and bought gold coins with the pro¬ 
ceeds. MYERS might be right and silver will 
go up drastically in the future—if you can 
hold your silver that long. But even he is

***J keep saying "relative to the Dollar" 
because people tend to think of the Dollar 
as some kind of fixed unit of value. Every 
other unit we use is a fixed amount and never 
varies. A "quart" is the same as it was a 
hundred years ago. A "mile" is still 5280 
feet, and a foot is defined very exactly. 

But a "Dollar"? What is it? Who knows? It 
used to be defined as one twentieth of an 
ounce of gold and later as one thirty-fifth 
of an ounce. Now, the term "Dollar" has. 
no definition and is whatever the politicians 
want to make it. 

















Probably the most widely known gold coin is 
the English Pound Gold Sovereign containing 
.2354 Troy oz. It is now worth around $60.00 
and is about the size of a nickel.

The question has been: What do all of them 
do for a living? One or two have found em¬ 
ployment locally. It is available. But we 
thought how wonderful it would be to start a 
Christian patriotic company and use these 
people as they come in. So, we did. We 
organized under a Trust and tied the Trust to 
our church: COVENANT REALTY TRUST. Mr. Alan 
Darcy and myself are the two Trustees. We 
are a very tight group. No one can work for 
our Company unless they attend our church 
and support our position in opposition to 
the Marxist income tax.* 


About half of your letters expressed con¬ 
cern that perhaps the IRS might have taken 
some steps against me for exposing them in 
the FEDERALIST CONSPIRACY. No, I have not 
yet had the pleasure of hearing from them. 
But that book came out in February, and from 
March until late July, you were sending me 
more than 50 letters per day. The first 
printing of 10,000 copies was gone in just 
three weeks. The second printing of 8,000 
is now just about gone and before I reprint, 
I want to add a few more pages. Naturally, 
all of this costs money and the price of 
paper goes up almost weekly. Most of you 
who asked simple questions, have already 
received a reply. I have a 4" pile of yet 
to be dictated letters which I will answer 
as time permits. 

The other half of you are convinced that 
I must be spending my time in the rocking 
chair just gazing off toward the mountains. 

I wish it were so. The beautiful summer has 
dashed by and I have not been able to give 
much time to the rocking chair. You see, in 
Off-the-cuff... 35 I mentioned the very 
distinct advantages of living in the Smoky 
Mountains from a survival point of view. 
There has hardly been a week since that time 
that we have not had visitors who were also 
looking for a place to gaze off toward the 
mountains. Very frequently, there have been 

as many as two and three families-or the 

head of a household—here at the same time. 
Naturally, these people want to know all the 
pros and cons and all of them want to look 
at a piece of land, etc. 


Under COVENANT REALTY TRUST we operate 
several small businesses. Understand, we 
are here for survival when the economy 
collapses and there is general anarchy in 
America. When that happens, we expect that 
hundreds of people will be forced to leave 
the cities and we know that many will be 


*We regret to have to state, for thoee who 
may know him, that Rev. Sam Piper, the man 
we tried eo hard to help in OTC #35, ie no 
longer with ue.

To that end, he 
has succeeded in wasting hundreds of hours 
of my time. In all else, he has failed. 
Praise the Lord. I have taken the pastorate 
of this little group until we can get a full 
tvme man. 


And, though I hate to say it quite this 
way, we wanted a chance to try to screen them 
too. Patriots who have no interest in the 
Bible, those who come here just to save their 
skins, are not welcome as feu: as we are con¬ 
cerned. There is no way that we could stop 
them from coming if they had a mind to, but 
we are not going to take any time to try to 
help them. It really is for their good us 
well as ours. They would not be happy here. 
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ooming here at that time. We feel an urge 
to help prepare for that day. Our immediate 
problem is one of housing. But when that day 
comes, those things that houses are made of 
will be generally unavailable...plywood, 
sheet rock, panelling, insulation, etc. 

So, we have started a business manufactur¬ 
ing log homes. We believe that we have a 

unique process for producing the logs-cut- 

ing them in such a way that they will be an 
air-tight wall. Our logs are cut to a pre¬ 
cision 6" thick and at the same time a dado 

is cut, top and 
bottom, that will 
take a spline. 

This will make it 
impossible for any 
wind to blow be¬ 
tween the logs. 

The walls will be 
7" to 8" thick and 
we are using South¬ 
ern Yellow Pine for 
our logs. We have 
just got our plant 
into production and 
are now erecting 
our first building: 
A combined office 
and meeting house 
for worship ser¬ 
vices. By the time you get this OTC, this 
building will be completed. Lord willing. 

Naturally, we have a few bugs to work out 
of our production line, but once these are 
out, our plant will turn out three average 

houses per week-from materials readily 

available in these mountains. 

Because we need our logs very close to the 
right diameter and need to rough cut them to 
shape before they get to our plant, we found 
it necessary to buy a complete saw mill. We 
have one, another operation of COVENANT 
REALTY TRUST, and are producing lumber for 
our various projects. The Lord has been with 
us every step of the way. Every time we 
needed a man of a certain skill, he was the 
next man to arrive in the mountains. So, in 
addition to the manufacturing plant, and the 
saw mill, we needed a construction crew. We 
now have it and can handle almost any job. 

The beautiful part of this whole concept 
is the price. Don't hold me to it exactly, 
but we anticipate that we can provide a 
patriot’s family with a quality home on his 
land for $13.00 per square foot. Or an 
average 3 bedroom home will cost around 
$13,000 plus your water system. Unbelievable? 
That's a log home with high quality windows, 
quality plumbing fixtures and a modern 
kitchen. How can we do it? We manufacture 
just about everything from the logging truck 
to the finished hornet There are no middle 
men. None. 

And, we need places to put our log homes. 

We have a small land operation, picking up 
good land and breaking it up ourselves 
to keep the price down. COVENANT REALTY 
TRUST owns 7 acres of flat tillable land 
that borders a large creek at the base of 
a high mountain cove which can be used by 


any of our church people who need farming 
or grazing land. We have located an old 
water-powered grist mill that we hope to 
buy and put into operation again. This is 
perfect corn country and a grist mill makes 
corn meal. COVENANT REALTY TRUST needs about 
20 more good Christian patriots who can grasp 
the vision that we have and work with us.

The past six months have not been without 
some interesting events. On June 26th, while 
driving 60 HPH down 1-85 near Atlanta, a 
Chevy Blazer lost a front wheel and crossed 
a 10 foot grass strip and plowed almost 
head on into me. There was no chance to 
avoid him. My Dodge stationwagon spun around 
and wound up at right angles to two lanes of 
traffic some of whom took to the grass and 
the break-down lane to avoid hitting me 

broadside. Things happened very fast-this 

is the first time I have been in a wreck at 
this speed.

One of the greatest handicaps to my work 
has been the cramped quarters. Hopefully, 
by the time you qet this letter, we will 
have moved into my new office. He ran out 
of funds and had to wait until another piece 
of land had sold up North. Now we are fast 
finishing this project. My office and mail¬ 
ing room take up most of the 28 X 40 addition 
to our home. Now, we will be able to find 
our reference materials when we want them 
and these letters will be coming out just as 
fast as I can pay for them. I have just

Me get many letters from those 
who, in spite of the evidence in 
THE FEDERALIST CONSPIRACY, feel 
J they must pay whatever is demand¬ 
ed by Federalist IRS agents.

It is the Christians who have God's Name put 
on them and whom God has blessed down through 
the past 2000 years. He has blessed us, kept 
us, been gracious to us, and given us peace.
